NEW YORK—Seven hundred million 
people-over two-fifths of mankind—are 
illiterate and United Nations officials say this 
number may be increasing. This is the age 
when Western people take universal literacy 
for ‘granted but in half the countries of the 
world. in Spite of vigorous -education cam 
paigns, there is reason to believe that the 
numbers of illiterates are actually increasing 

UN officials say that, although the rate 
of illiteracy is dropping steadily, the world 
population is rising so rapidly that the actual 
number of illiterate people 
may be rising 

Figures for Russia are. 
particularly impressTve and 
the -much-publicized Ris- 
sian standard of education 
looks even more spectacular 
whén it's considered that at 
e ‘century. i 
per cent of the population 
was illiterate. Lenin wrote: , 

“Ne. ofher —countey in ~ 
Europe remains as wild as Burke 
__Russia, the masses of which have been so 
_despoiled of education. light and knowledge.” 

Today the Russians claim that iiiliteracy has 
been wiped out in their country by the biggest 
education campaign in histary and they say 
that 50,400,000 persons, one person out of 
four, is-engaged in study of one kind OF BD 
ethery FMEA OT libraries has intreased 
“BY Tt during the past 10 years and now 
exceeds 400,000 so -that there is now 
library for every 500 Russian citizens. A 
Russian official told me that: his country 
publishes the works of something like 75,000 
authors annually. This compared. he éaid, 
with less than 15,000 in Britain, one of the 
“0st literate countries in the Western world. 


SPECTACULAR 


The Russian example is undeniably spec- 
tacular although some countries might ,ques- 
tion whether, by their standards illiteracy has 
been completely wiped out. The difficulty 
is-that there is no standard definition of 
literacy -but it's-commonly understood to 
mean the ability to read and write simple 
sentences. Spectacular though -the—Russian—

NEW. YORK-—Seven hundred (million 
people—over two-fifths of mankind—are 
Miterate and United Nations officials say this 
number may be increasing. This is the age 
when Western people take universal. literacy 
for granted but in half the countries of the 
world, in spite of vigorous education cam- 
paigns, there is reason to believe that the 
numbers of illiterates are actually increasing. 

UN officials say that, although the rate 
of illiteracy is dropping steadily, the world 
population is rising so rapidly that the actual 
number of illiterate people 
may be rising 

Figures for Russia are 
particularly impressive and 
the much-publicized Rus. 
sian standard of education 
looks even more spectacular 
when it's considered that at 
the turn of the century 76 
per cent of the population 
was illiterate. Lenin wrote: 
. “No other country in 
Europe remains as wild as 
Russia, the masses of which have been so 
despoiled of education, light and knowledge.” 

Today the Russians claim that iiiliteracy has 
been wiped out in their country by the biggest 
education campaign in history and they say 
that 50,400,000 persons, one person out of 
four, is engaged in study of one kind or an. 
other. The number of libraries has increased 
by 147,000 during the past 10 years and now 
exceeds 400,000 so that there now one 
library for every 500 Russian citizens. A 
Russian official told me that his country 
publishes the works of something like 75,006 
authors annually. This compared, he said, 
with less than 15.900 in Britain, one of the 
most literate countries in the Western world 


SPECTACULAR 


The Russian example is undeniably spec- 
tacular although some countries might ques- 
tion whether, by their standards, illiteracy has 
been completely wiped out.
